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At about B a,m, on 1 March, 16 boxcars and an undetermined number of 
flatcars were loaded with about 600 troops, 16 x 37 -mm AA guns and trucks 
1 - _ ^ the Fuerstenwalde railroad station . 

The train left toward Frankfurt/Oder at 4s 30 p.m. The unit had reached 
the station by road from the direction of Trebus. 

On the afternoon of 2 March, Unit Bar aba eh in Perleberg made preparations 
for its departure. The unit moved out on the morning of 3 March. No details 
could be obtained . No noise of tanks was heard. A report by Barabash 
indicated that 100 soldiers remained in the Artillerie Kaserne and that 
the unit went out for a 7-day practice at Dranse, The supply officers of 
the Fliegerhorst, who are known from previous reports, were still in the 
post by 3 March. 2 

Between 1 and 3 a. m, on 4 and 5 March, Soviet troops marched through 
Stralsund, coning from Ruegen Island. Source was confirmed by residents. 

During the night of 4 March, a unit of about 400 troops with 35 trucks, ocv^ip 
g x 85-mm AA guns, 6 x 37~mm AA guns, 5 searchlights, 8 to 10 radio trucker 0 ° 
and trucks with van-like superstructure left the E isenbahnplonier Kaserne 
in Klausdorf and proceeded by road_ toward Trebbin,
